Enough that a Man is Natai-aliie- So
Inquiries Afterward as to

How it ns Done.

The Jacob naturalization matter having
cicilcd a good deal of attention, a Stab re-

porter was this morning sent to interview
a leading lawyer, who was reported to have
examined the decisions of the U. S. Courts
on the subject.

We are not permitted to give the name
of the gentleman who took the trouble to
show our reporter the construction which
the highest tribunal of the country has put
upon he law, nor is it important, for the
decisions cited by him seem to speak for
themselves. As the Staf. was the first to
discover this complication in the Jacob
case, it is proper that it should also be the
first to give the public a clear and correct
understanding of the case.

the decisions seem to be clear that there
no power to go behind the records in a

naturalization case. If a man holds natu-
ralization Panel's, issued in due form, these
seem fully to settle the matter, and there
appears to be no power to inquire into the

anner ol tneir issue or the raotSwnion
were established to the satisfaction ol the
Court at the time the applicant sought to
become a citizen.

The first decision cited on the subject was
rendered by Chief Justice Marshall in the
ase 01 opratt vs. Spratt, reported in 4tti

Peters, 1,303, as follows: James St)ra;twas
admitted a citizen of the United States by
the Circuit Court of the County of Wash
ington, 1.1. C, and obtained a certilicale in
the usual torm. the act of the court ad-
mitting him as a citizen was a judgment of
ttie Circuit Court, and this Court can not of
look behind it and inqnire on what evi-
dence il was produced.

If the judgment of Courts of record on
the subject of naturalization are entered on
record in legal form it closes all inquiry,
and, like any other judgment, is complete
evidence of its own validity.

The next case is that of Campbell vs. oor-do-

und wife, reported in Six n Cranch. In
this ease the opinion was rendered by Jus-
tice Washington as follows:

"If the oath be administered, and noth
ing appears to the contrary, il must be pre-

sumed that the Court was satisfied as to the
character of the applicant."

In Seventh Cranch appears another opin-

ion to the same effect, in the case of Starke
vs. The Chesapeake Insurance Company.
The Court held:

'It need not appear by the record of
naturalization that all the requisites pre-
scribed by law for the admission of aliens
to the rights of citizenship have been com-
plied with; Semble, that the judgment of
the Court is conclusive that all the pre-

requisites have been complied with," etc.
